Austria are the Sisvic and the German 
race. The Germans of Austria, far more 
advanced and educated than the Slaves, 
form the liberal part of the population, 
and they are the msin supporters ot the 
constitution which guarantees the liberal 
laws already established. The Slaves, on 
the contrary, who, in a great part, were 
slaves in reality not very long ago, and are 
mostly passive instruments in the hands 
ot the priesthood, abhor the conatitu- 
tion which enables the more intelligent 
Germans to exercise a sort of leading influ- 
ence on public affairs. Until lately the 
Emperor, himself a German, favored his | 
countrymen in a great measure, to the 
great dissatisfaction of the Slaves. But the 
victories ot the German armies in France, 
and the ioi mation of a powerful German 
empire, which, extending over the Main, 
has incorporated South Germany, and 
avowed it to be its programme to absorb 
all territory in which the German lan- 
guage is the national idiom, have fright- 
ened the Emperor in such a measure that 
he begins to distrust the loyalty ot his 
German eubjects)s He knows iull 
well that both Bremarce and his 
master are looking with longing eyes upon 
the German provinces of the Austrian 
Empire, and would gladly seize the first 
opportanity they could get to lay thew 
hands on them. The danger has become 
all the greater as, by the destruction of the 
French power, the last ally that could pre- 
vent their seizure on the pert of Germany 
has been removed. On the other hand the 
inhabitants of the Austrian German 
provinces are just as anxious to share the 
glorious position occupied by their north- 
ern brethren at present as the latter are to 
have them in their midst. Itis a sort of 
mutual attraction. Until withm a few 
years they have considered themselves 
only one people, and the restoration of 
the od German Empire, which would 
oceupy a commanding position in Europe, 
has been just as much a dream of the Ger- 
mans of Austria, ag of the Prussians, Sax- 
ons, Bavarians and the rest of them. 
Their poets have sung of it, their speakers 
have always dwelt on it, and it has been at 
all times an ardent desire of the pcople. 
What wonder, then, it the new empire in 
the north, which has sprung into existence 
with such a prodigious display of power 
and which has raised the German name 
to be the most powerful in Europe, at- 
tracts their sympathies, and that it, 
when they compare it with the rotten 
institutions and government of their own 
beautiful country, creates in them the de- 
sire to bcome its cit:7ens. The Emperor 
is full well aware of this feeling of his 
Ger man subjects, aud in consequence with- 
draws his favor from them, and places his 
confidence in his Slavic subjects, who, as 

he knows, hate the Germans and the new 
German Empire with fanaticism. This 
was the mam reason why he dismissed his 
liberal German Ministry, and formed a 
Cabinet composed of Slaves and clericals. 
This new Ministry, however, as we have 
stated above, proceeded in a very cautious 
manner, until the last few days, when it 
brought a bill into the Austrian Ri 

or Chamber of Deputies, which brings 
about a total change in the Austrian con- 
stitution, throwing the power almost 
altogether into the hands of the Slaves. 
This project was defeated by a signal ma- 
jority, and eres ted tw greatest indig- 
pation in the German circles of Austria. 
Tt was regarded by the German Deputies 
as an aitempted coup H, and an address 
to the Emperor was at once. drawn up by 
the Reichsrath declaring the ministerial 
policy an utter failure, and asking him to 
stand rm by the constitution. 

It is not probable that the Experor will 
abandon his Ministry in this contingency, 
and listen to the demands of the Germans. 
It he sticks to his present course he may 
be certain, however, to hasten the event 
which he tries to avert. By estranging 
the sympathies of the Germans trom him- 
tell and his cause he only works in the 

| Interest of the Hohenzolleras. We may re- 
gai d the ultimate annexation of the German 
' provinces of Austria to the German Em- 
pire as unavoidable, but if the Austrian 
Government pursued a liberal policy, and 
did not by its own folly create great dis- 
satistaction among its German subjects: 
the catastrophe might be put off for a 
long time yet, But by thus offeuding this 
part ot the population, the Austrian Gov- 
erument furnishes a beautiful pretext to 
future German interference in Austrian 
affairs, which would have to serve as an 
excuse tor the final annexation of the 
districts at ‘ssue. We believe that the 
German Government 


did not require some years’ time to digest 
its present conquests, and to recover from 
the terrific struggle in which it floored its 
most formidable antagonist in Europe. It 
believes in the great maxim of NAPOLEON 
I., “Dun cpres Ic atrel” 
That this danger of German conquest is 
very well understood in Austria is obvious 
to every person that glances at the Aus- 
' trian press. The German papers hint at it

The gen- 
tlemen of the Manhattan Club, the gentle- 
men who crowd the course at Jerome 
Park, the gentlemen who flirt and gamble 
at Saratoga, wear silk hats and swallow- 


| tailed coats, do not vary the features 


of the dramatis. persona, whom Mr. Tnoz- 
LOPE has pretty well exhausted in a dozen 
novels of fast and slow English lite. The 
young lady who calls her lover “an ass” 
| 6 & pet Dame, and cries “bully” when she 
is greatly pleased or excited, is hardly a 
type; and it Mr. Tnot Lors pushes his en- 
terprise into the West, and undertakes to 
pick his way among the red men and river 
people, the politictans, borderers and riff- 
raff, he is like to get into dangerous com- 
pany. 

There are assuredly materials for good 
American fiction. Two or three of Mr. 
HaRtr’s prose sketches and several of Mr. 
Hay’s poems give us a glimpee into a world 
of romance, suggestive and usique. But 
they are not for Mr. TnOLTLOor E. One of 
those rough conceptions would fairly 
knock over his little net 
easel and dislocate all his plans and facul- 
ties. His imagination has not in its very 
depths color enough to amirch the outlines 
ot a “Bludso,” or to trace the dreamy “ 
shadows of an atom like “The Luck of 
Roarmg Camp.” There are in the pice 
turesqte characteristics and habitudes of 
the West, tints the strongest and most 
peculiar and points which can only be hit 
off by bold treatment. Mr. TnorLors 
would be dazed by the whiasicalities and 
grimsicalities of Duluth He would be lost 
amid the fogs of the Mississippi. 

It may be that we shall never have a 
very imposiug fictitious literature. Our 
ways of life, and the details that 
enter into our existence, are so intense of 
themselves and the newspapers make such 
free use of them, that the office of the 
novel writer becomes a second class affair. 
We do not care to read stories of our late 
civil war, because its actual events are 
sufficiently abundant and thrilling to ab- 
sorb our interest. In like manner we need 
no fictitious representation of phases 
of character, of scenes and incidents which 
belong, as a sort of common property, to 
the reporters. But the matenal is here, 
and, if worked up as Dickens worked up 
London, would certainly prove as rich a 
vein. 

Mr. TnoilLorz, however, had best stick 
to his pink faced damsels and his fat squires 
and his fast young men and his decent 
parsons and keep his bands off the vulgar 
people who may strike his fancy on this 
side of the Atlantic. Little boats do well 
to keep cloce to shore, and a respectable 
Englishman should be careful not to defile 
his hands with American pitch. As mat- 
ters stand, Mr. Troulore has an easy 
thidg of it, and it is always a good rule to 
let well enough alone. Where Droste 
and THACKERAY both failed it is not likely 
mat TROLLOPE can succeed, and, with the 
Virginians and the Notes before his eyes, 
he should not even try.

A Dead Maa Fouad Hanging ia the

Cotton ts selling 
here at 15 cents per pound; 80, one pound of cot- 
ton manufactured sells for thirty-three cents, and 
costs fifteen cents. Tne loss m manufacturing is 
about ten per cent., and the cost of manufactur- 
lng is about two and a half cents per yard, so 
there is a profit of at least six cents per pound in 
the manufacture of coiten, or thirty dollars per 
bale. Our merchants bere buy Fast the larger 
portion of the cotton goods they eell. The freight 
has to be paid on the cotton East, and on the 
manufactured goods retured bere for sale, and 
tbe freight alope on tbe raw material East and 
on the goods returned here would be a good 
prof toa Louisville manufacturer. We hope to 
see not Onis this cotton mi)! started scon, burt 
others.

Michael Carrol Shot and Killed in the 
Rear of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville Depot. 


A CURIOUS CASE. 


A man named Michael Carrol was rie yes- 
terday back of the Nas hrille depot, and the man- 
ner of bis death was the gubjec: of inquiry up to 
a late Dour last night. 

Little that is positive is Known in regard to the 
“flair. Tbe Louisville and Nasehvilie directory 
dave emp'oyed Nelson Cru I to watch the prop- 
erty of the company out onthe road aerrly hail 
@ mile beyond the depot. A small waich-house, 
with sultable windows, was erecied for his con- 
nlence and comfort. He was in it in 
company with Carrol, and they were talking 
pleasantly about social and business matters. A 
Begro man named Henry Peston came in about 
2 o'clock and proposed to buy a pistol which 
Carro] offered to sell. He took the pistol to ex- 
amine it, turned it over two or three times ia 
his hands, spd gave it back tothe owner. The 
ipformation On this point is a Hütle confused and 
e@ontradictory, aod it Is more thar probabie that 
there was some scrambling for the weapon. I: 
is thought, however, that the parties 
were not angry. Very soon  after- 
wards the pistol wert of and 
Michael Carrol fell almost simultaneously back- 
Wards out the door. Crull end the negro pulled 
bun bees intatbe house and commenced an ex- 
amibation to find the wound. some young men 
happened to be on the outside playing marbies, 
avd sey that no fuss occurred there, but that 
they heard oaths and exclamations about tase 
time of ihe report of the pistol. They ran to the 
door and found Carrol dying. One of them 
went immediately, for the doctor, at the 
request of Ciull, while the others re- 
meined, refusing, however, to have anythiog to 
do with the wounded man. Dr. John O'Reilly 
arrived Im a very ebort time, and found Carrol 
dend. There were no merks of violence nor 
Malus of biood on the body, and its pal app2ar- 
ance led tothe belief that the man had been 
choked to death. This report spread rapidiy. 
and the real cause of the death was not discory- 
ered till the deceased was taken to his home, at 
Fourt.enth and Dumesnil streets, a distance of 
nearly a mile, where the pistol wound was found 
in Lis left shoulder, aod ranging inwardly. It is 
thought tbat the ball went direct to the heart. 

Crull, as the private waichman of the railroad 
company, u empowered to make arrests, and ac- 
cordingly took charge of the negro, and started 
with him to jdl. Im the meantime, Policemas 
Fiannegan got word of the affair, aud con@iuded 
wo arrest both the men. He pures ued and over- 
took them near Broad war. He took the negro in 
charge, but sald votbing to Crull as to what he 
would do with him. The three walked together 
to the Jal!, and were joined on the way by Officer 
Naliy. Some little discussion arose in regard to 
whether the private wa‘chmas shou'd be locked 
up. The matter was referred to the Chief of 
Police, Who decided tLat be must be. 

A great many friends and relatives visited the 
boay before its removal asd followed i: all the 
way home. An inquest was held last night 
sbout 8 o’clock. The verdict of the jury was that 
the deceased came to his ceath from «a pisto! 
ehot, fred by some ope unkpown to them. It Is 
delieved that the whole affair was the result of 
accident aud not of murderous latent.
